The language of 
the white man has not obtained 80 
much among us as his customs. 
But nearly all the Indians can 
understand English, Th@mSt. Louis & San 
Francisco Railroad is building its line through 
the Territory very rapidly and is going to 
bring the buik of the trade of the territory to 
St. Louis.’’ 

Gov. McCurtain, though he says he did not 
know an English word till he was over 14 years 
of age, speakes more purely than the average 
Western white man. He is careful in his 
ase of words, and has a copious vocabu- 
ary.

Inthe First, Second, Third, Fourth, 
Tenth, Twelfth, Seventeenth, Twentieth, 
Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth, Twenty-seventh 
and Twenty-eighth Wards, Mr. Klein claims 
that ten persons in each ward, whose names 
were not registered and who had no right to 
vote, impersonated other persons whose 
names were on the poli-books and cast illegal 
baliots ander assumed names. 

In conclusion Mr. Klein claims to have re- 
ceived a majority of 1,000 votes over Mr. Val- 
liant. Heasks the Court to issue a writ to the 
Recorder of Voters compelling him to open 
the baliot boxes and examine and count the 
ballots cast for Circuit Judge; also that an or- 
der be issued on Mr. Valliant compelling him 
to give up the office.

ing us in the class with fortune teilers and 
charlatans in this enlightened age. It is as 
unreasonabie to ix a license on mediums as 
to fix a license on priests 
and ministers of the gospel. 
It is in violation of the letter and 2 of the 
laws ot our country. The Dili rea * proposes 
to seta taxon our religious belief. This is 
what it amounts to, for spiritualism isa reli- 
gious belief, and it is as Unreasonable to tax 
us for being spiritualists as they designated 
us, as it would be to a tax on à man 
for professing Presbyterianism, Episcopalian- 
ism or the creeds of any sect. The arrival 
of Dr. Powell, 
A CELEBRATED MEDIUM, 

from Philadelphia, put an end to the discus- 
sion much to the relief of Delegate Wenzlick 
at whom the arguments wereaimed. Among 
the other well-known mediums was Mrs.

The lady 
ailed to answer the question when first put, 
but at once began in a heavy voice, 
which sounded strangeiy coming from a 
woman, to announce her intention to stay. 
Her wishes were expressed in a broken Indian 
dialect, which now and then was discarded 
for a gutteral style of elocution wnich nobody 
in the audience 

PROFES&SED TO UNDERSTAND. 
It the speech was intended to convey a ex- 
hortatory suggestions to the municipal legis- 
lators on the subject of taxing mediums it tell 
far short of its mark as the  dele- 
gates sat twirling their thumbs in 
the most composed manner, Shortly after 
this Dr. Powell of Philadelphia announced 
himself ready to show the deiegates that there 
was something in spiritualism and that it was 
a religious belief’ He then instructed the 
audience to write on slips of paper about the 
size of a gentieman’s visiting card the worldly 
name of the spirit with whom it was de- 
signed to communicate.

Among the 
folded slips was one written by Dr. John A. 
Hornsby asking the question of Hubert 
Primm, Are you satisfied where you are?’’ 
After Mr. Vogel passed the slates, Dr. .Horns- 
by was speaking to a lady and was not paying 
attention tothe medium, who suddenly an- 
nounced in a voice very like that of the late 
Hubert Primm, John, Hubert will speak to 
2 presentiy.’’

on the table and were passed to the medium 
who, however, did not open them but rejected 
each with a prompt ‘‘no’’ till he reached 
the note written by Dr. Hornsby when he 
at once said ves. Taking a siate he 
began writing ‘‘Angel’s sphere,’’ but stopped 
without going further. Dr. Hornsby was 
perfectly familiar with Mr. Primm’s hand- 
writing and pronounced the chirography of 
the message wonderfully similar to that of the 
deceased. Later the medium without opening 
the paper or having any opportunity to see its 
contents announced the question verbatim. 
Another gentieman present had written 
a question askin the advice of 
his deceased wile, Catharine, on 
some contemplated business changes. 
This, like the others, remained unopened in 
full view. The medium calling for a slate 
covered both sides with writing though ke 
simply passed his hand over itand no pencil 
whatever was visibie. he message advised 
the execution of the contemplated plans and 
regretted that the writer could not communl- 
cate at greater length with her husband. The 
message was signed, 
‘*YOUR DEAR OATHERINE.’’ 

The last question reached was that of Mrs. 
Thomas of Cincinnati, O. Asit lay on the 
siate the medium charged it with being ob- 
scure and ungrammatically written. He tur- 
ther charged that the name of the spirit had 
not been legibly written, and that the ques- 
tioner had disobeyed the instructions given 
by signing only her initials instea of 
her full name.
